In 1076, the Dntch sent, a mau-ot-war 


and :&ptured the place. Several vessels 
were sent from Boston and drove the 
Dutch away. 


Fcr the uext ten years the French held 


qulei possession and Castin was In com- 
mand, and carried on a (treat trade in 
bea- 


ver skins; be was also a sachem of tbe 
Tarratlnes. From 1686 to 1093 several, at- 
tempts were made to regain the place by 
the English, bat without success. 


In 1693, Caetln foreseeing that English 


supremacy would eventually be established, 
^ave In his adhesion to tbe English Crowu. 
rne inhabitants at this time numbered 
[ourieen. To confirm the title the English 
3rown secured a deed from Modocka- 


Ip 1697, peace was declared between 


Eng and and Franco by the treaty of Rys- 
wlck. In 1703, some English settlers from 
the westward pillaged the house of Cas- 
tin's son of all its valuables. 


In 1704, Castin went to France to pee his 


father.. Queen Anne's war was carried on 
between the Engllsh'setOers and the In- 
dians. Colonel Church came up the buy 
and ,ook many French and Indians prison- 
ers, among whom were Castin's wife and 
daughter. From this time till the war of 
the devolution, with the exception of a 
few Indian wars, the place remained in 
comparative quiet. 


In 1759, 
Gov. 
Fownal came over here 


from Fort Poln|t and found the place aban- 
doned, which from the site and nature of 
the I ouses and the remains of fields and 
orchards, had been once a pleasant habita- 
tion. "One's heart felt sorrow that It hod 
ever been destroyed." 


In 1700, 
the Governor ot New England 


says there are a great many families stand 
read/ to go down to Pentngoet. There is 
a record ot settlers in 1767. 
In 1775, there 


was a small settlement at Major Bagga- 
doose (Castine). 


In 1776, the English considering this 


place of great military importance, estab- 
lished a military post here, built fortifica- 
tions, which they armed and garrisoned* 
The Americans becoming alarmed at the 
possession by the English of a military 
post on the eastern frontier, without 
con- 
sult! ig the Continental authorities, the 
Gent ral Court of Massachusetts hastily or- 
ganbed a fleet to capture the place. It 
cons sted of nineteen armed vessels and 
twenty-four transports carrying three 
huncred'and forty, guns. The fleet was 
described as the most beautiful that ever 
floated in Eastern waters. 
It was well 


equipped, well provisioned, and manned 
n ith one thousand soldiers, besides marines 
and seamen, a greater number thun the 
English, arid was, commanded by Commo- 
dore Saltonstall, of New Uavcn. 
After 


arrival they-had several engagements, aud 
it WiS apparent that the Americans, if 
prop?rly handled, could easily have cap- 
tured the place. Saltonstall was popularly 
cnar'^rd with having been bought with 
Brithh gold; at any rate, the expedition 
failed on his account. He was afterwards 
tried for cowardice and cashiered. 
The 


Rrilhh retained possession of the place 
till after peace was declared. They evac- 
uateU it in 
1783. 


In| 1784, 
all British sympathizers were 


wurced to depart out of Majorbagaduce, 
b}' which name that portion of Pentagoet 
now called Castine was known, and all 
well disposed to the I'nited States were 
requested to meet at the Fort on Bagnducc, 
Septi 13, to adopt proper measures in case 
the learning was disregarded. 


In|l787, the town of Penobscot was in- 


corporated by the General Court of Massa- 
chus^tts, and like Pentngoet comprised the 
present towns ot Penobscot, Brooksville 
and Castine. 


In 179G, the town of Castine was incor- 


pora.ed by an act of the General Court of 
Massachusetts, and named for the noted 
Baron whose life was so intimately 
con- 


nected with the history of Pentagoet. 
Castfeie entered upon her municipal gov- 
ernirvent and became responsible for three- 
fifths, of the debts of old Penobscot, and 
beta ne entitled to three-fifths of the prop- 
erty belonging to the old town, the total 
umount of which was eleven hundred And 
eighly-flve dollars. 


Castine settled down to commercial 
pur- 
suits, drew her support and wealth from 
the ccean and fiorn foreign Countries, and 
the .own grew and prospered. In 1798, 
Cast ne Gazette was established. 


In 1807, 
England began to exercise what 


she claimed to be her, right to search. 
Conpress in retaliation put a stop to all 
mercantile communication between the two 
countries December 21st. The seaboard 
States were violently opposed to this meas- 
ure, 
none more so than Massachusetts. 


The jitizens of Castine depending for their 
pros verity upon maritime pursuits, looked 
upor the prospect of a long embargo with 


line aptly described their sentiments 
as fellows: 
See tho bold sailor from the ocean torn, 
HU element, sink friendless and forlorn '- 
Ills Buffering spouse the tear of angulah shed, 
His 8:ar¥lnK children cry aloud forbreadl 
On tbe rongD blllowa of misfortune tost. 
Resources fall, and nil his hopes are lost; 
To foreign climes for that relle'f he Hies, 
Ills native land ungratefully denies. 
Tho tanner, since supporting trade Is fled, 
Leav 38 the rude jobeaod cheerless hangs hla head; 
Misfortunes fall, an unremitting Shower, 
Debt follows debt, on taxes, taxea pour. 
See 11 his store* his hoarded produce rot, 
Or si ertire Bales his prodoco bring to naught; 
Dlsrj-^utenlng cares In thronging myilads flow, 
Till down he sinks to poverty and woe. 


The above poem was written by-William 


Cullen Bryant when fourteen years old. 


The town experienced in a measure some 


of the miseries above quoted.
